both in and out of Cuba would be weakened; ἃ) Cuba might acquire offensive / 
weapons from the Bloc which might necessitate costly redeployment of υ. S. 

forces (acquisition of such weapons could occur irrespective of U. 5, courses 
of action as long as the Castro regime remained); and e) achievement of the 


overthrow of the Castro regime would probably be less likely.
